Payments  have  been  scheduled  and  investments  have  been 
programmed  in  a  manner  that  produced  maximum  income  to  the 
Town.  At  the  present  time,  the  Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer 
are  exploring  ways  to  reduce  interest  cost  and  to  provide  pro- 
tection of  Town  funds.  As  all  aspects  of  this  action  appear 
to  be  included  in  the  discussions,  my  only  recommendation  is 
that  once  the  policy  on  borrowing  and  depositing  of  funds  - 
including  the  consideration  of  the  limit  of  $100,000  Federal 
Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  insurance  -  has  been  estab- 
lished that  it  be  reduced  to  writing  and  reviewed  on  a  regu- 
lar basis.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the 
Town  of  Brentwood,  in  the  County  of  Rockingham,  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  School  District  Affairs,  held  at  the  Swasey  Central 
School  multi-purpose  room  on  October  23,  1990,  the  following  business 
was  conducted. 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:40  by  School  District  Moderator,  Donald 
Dunbar.  A  signed  petition  was  presented  to  the  moderator  requesting 
a  written,  secret  ballot  vote. 

Greg  Hahkin,  School  Board  Chairperson  moved  the  warrant: 

l.To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $41,688  to  fund  cost  items  for  the  increases  in 
salaries  and  benefits  attributable  to  the  first  year  of  a  two 
year  collective  bargaining  agreement  between  the  Brentwood 
School  Board  and  the  Brentwood  Teacher's  Association  for  the 
July  1990  through  June  1991  fiscal  year,  and  to  approve,  but 
not  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $32,342  to  fund  cost 
items  for  increases  in  salaries  attributable  to  the  second 
year  of  the  two  year  agreement  for  the  July  1990  through 
June  1992  fiscal  year. 

Gail  Turcotte  seconded. 

Greg  introduced  the  School  Board  Members,  who  in  turn  presented 
information  concerning  the  warrant.  Carolyn  Mitchell  spoke  of  the 
Board's  goals  in  negotiating  the  contract.  Gail  explained  the  salary 
schedule  and  compared  Brentwood's  teacher  salaries  with  those  of 
other  schools  in  the  region.  Greg  highlighted  the  notable  features  of 
the  contract.  He  then  demonstrated  the  tax  impact  that  would  result 
from  passing  the  warrant.  A  brief  question  and  answer  period  followed. 

Doug  Veinotte,  Budget  Committee  Chairperson,  defined  the  function  of 
the  Budget  Committee,  which  is  to  analyze  proposed  expenditures  relative 
to  their  impact  on  the  property  tax  rate. .Doug  pointed  out  that  the 
School  District  Budget  was  $1,837,299  two  years  ago  and  is  $2,503,780 
for  the  current  year.  Doug  told  the  audience  that  out  of  233  towns 
in  NH,  Brentwood  ranked  34th  in  the  tax  rate  to  fund  schools.  Doug 
felt  that  this  showed  great  effort  on  the  part  of  the  townspeople 
to  support  education. 

Ike  Cross  delivered  a  letter  written  by  Don  Nault.  Moderator,  Don  Dunbar 
read  the  letter  to  the  audience.  Mr.  Nault  expressed  his  support  for 
the  warrant  article.  He  indicated  that  in  order  for  his  support  to 
continue  the  Board  should  pursue  a  salary  schedule  that  would  reward 
merit,  in  future  negotiations. 

Numerous  townspeople  took  the  opportunity  to  express  their  feelings 
for  and  against  the  warrant.  Many  people  expressed  concern  about  the 
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high  property  tax  burden.  Many  people  expressed  their  commitment  to 
the  education  of  the  town's  children. 

Ched  Miller  spoke  about  negotiated  contracts  and  the  costs  already 
incurred  in  negotiating  this  contract.  Mr.  Miller  stated  that  failure 
to  fund  this  contract  would  make  future  negotiations  more  difficult. 

A  motion  came  from  the  floor  to  vote  on  the  warrant.  This  motion  was 
duly  seconded  and  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  voters  were  checked  off  against  the  list 
of  registered  voters.  Two  hundred  eighty-nine  votes  were  cast  and 
counted.  The  result  was  162  votes  to  defeat  the  warrant  and  127  votes 
to  approve.  Don  Dunbar  read  the  results  and  declared  the  warrant 
defeated . 

Greg  moved  to  reconsider  the  warrant.  This  motion  died  on  the  floor. 

Ike  Cross  moved  to  adjourn.   Lois  DeYoung  seconded.  A  unanimous  voice 
vote  carried  the  motion  to  adjourn.

The  focus  of  this  report  will  be  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  AREA  Agreement  which  is 
on  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  in  each  of  the  districts  comprising  SAU  1  6 , 
and  which  warrant  comprises  a  very  critical  decision  to  be  made  by  each  informed  voter  in  our 
SAU  1  6  communities. 

We  are  pleased  that  the  very  hard  and  careful  work  of  the  school  board  members  from  all 
six  towns  has  produced  a  product  which  can  best  be  characterized  as  fair  and  equitable  to  all 
towns,  and  is  a  prelude  to  the  necessary  structural  changes  at  the  Exeter  AREA  High  School 
needed  in  the  near  future  to  address  the  increasing  enrollments  as  well  as  instructional  areas 
which  require  attention. 

The  proposed  amendment  has  a  number  of  elements  which  are  the  product  of  the 
compromises  developed  by  the  school  boards: 

*  Tuition  will  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  current  year's  estimated  expenses,  and  a  debit 
or  credit  will  be  assessed  to  the  respective  receiving  and  sending  towns  depending  upon  the 
actual  expenditures.   The  tuition  lag  will  no  longer  be  in  effect  due  to  this  new  method  of 
calculation. 

*  The  sending  communities  will  have  more  involvement  in  the  decisions  to  develop  capital 
improvement  plans  and  projects  for  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  as  the  needs  present 
themselves. 

*  The  sending  communities,  in  lieu  of  the  annual  rental  payment  which  they  currently 
make,  will  participate  in  defraying  the  interest  costs  of  any  bond  issue  which  the  Exeter 
taxpayers  approve  for  projects  at  the  junior  and/or  senior  high  schools. 

*  The  rights  of  the  sending  communities,  as  such  exist  under  applicable  RSA's,  are  in  no 
way  abridged  with  regard  to  the  sending  communities  rights  to  reassess  their  continuing 
membership  in  the  AREA  Agreement  and  to  act  in  their  local  best  interest.    The  receiving 
district  is  also  protected  against  significant  changes  in  AREA  membership  and  does  not  sacrifice 
its  rights  to  protect  its  continuing  interests  or  fiscal  situation.  In  addition,  the  agreement  will 
be  reviewed  publicly  at  least  every  five  years. 

*  An  important  inclusion  in  this  amended  plan  is  the  ability  for  any  involved  community  to 
submit  differences  to  a  resolution  process  which  could  result  in  binding  arbitration  if  the 
parties  were  not  able  to  settle  the  difference(s)  locally.   This  has  been  an  ability  absent  in  the 
current  agreement. 

It  is  our  belief  that  positive  action  on  this  amendment  will  benefit  the  education  of 
students  from  all  six  of  our  communities  and  will  provide  a  sharing  of  costs  which  are  more 
reflective  of  the  value  which  each  community  derives  from  participation  in  the  AREA  schools.
